SYNOPSIS 


On August 22, 2014, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) team comprised of 
Lieutenant Richard Harpham, Sergeant Brian Godwin, and Sergeant Chad 
Smeltzer, responded to Pico Rivera Sheriff's Station to conduct a use of force 
review subsequent to learning the subject suffered a fractured right elbow during 
the incident. Upon their arrival, they were informed of the following: 


At 2138 hours, Pico Rivera Sheriff's Station patrol units were dispatched to a 
radio call of a male and a female trespassing at a vacant house. Several units 
responded and contained the house at Lexington Gallatin Road, in the City 
of Pico Rivera. Deputies Steven Huerta and Ariel Castro checked the driveway 
of the exington Gallatin Road. They saw Subject 
crouched down behind a vehicle parked in the driveway. They 
to show her hands, but she would only present her

right hand, not her left, kept hidden below the level of the car. Deputy 
Castro ordered Subject to walk out from behind the vehicle and 
approach him, but Subject instead ran down the driveway toward the 
street. 


Deputies Huerta and Castro, who knew other deputies were positioned further 
down the driveway and in the street, focused their attention toward the top of the 
driveway where they expected the other suspect may be hiding. Subject 
MEME continuce running down the driveway. Deputy Felix ordered Subject 
HE io stop, but Subject ontinued to run toward her. Deputy 
Felix attempted to grab Subjec’ left arm, but Subject EEE oushed 
Deputy Felix on the chest with both arms extended. Deputy Felix stepped to the 
side and Subject fell to the ground. 
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Subjeo fb tempted to stand up, but = Felix and Guillen pushed 


her to the ground and held her down. Subjec kicked her legs wildly, 
kicking Deputy Felix in the lower leg. Deputy Felix warned Subject o 
stop kicking, or she would use the Taser on her. Subject id not heed 


the warning and Deputy Felix performed a drive-stun with the Taser to Subject 
lower back/hip area. 


The application of the Taser had the desired effect of stopping Subject 

from kicking and trying to escape. Deputy Guillen handcuffed her without further 
incident.

SUBJECT’S INJURIES 


Subject 2s examined at the scene by paramedics then transported by 
radio car to Beverly Hospital, in the City of Montebello. She was examined and 
treated by Doctor Nadine Konia at the hospital. X-rays of Subje ctf were 
conducted, which showed Subject EEE stained a small right radial 
fracture (fractured right elbow) [Exhibit A]. She was released from the hospital 
with an “Okay to Book” [Exhibit B] and then released on a citation to her D 
at Pico Rivera Sheriff's Station. Later, during the IAB interview, Subject 

complained she had sustained minor abrasions on the knuckles of her 
right hand and on her right knee. She also said she sustained a small scratch on 
her left elbow during the incident. 


DEPUTY PERSONNEL INJURIES 

Deputy Felix suffered from slight swelling to her right knee and pain to her left 
shin. She reported the injuries to Sergeant Jordan, but chose not to be medically 
evaluated. Sergeant Jordan took photographs of the injuries [Exhibit C]. An 
Employee Injury report was authored regarding the injuries. Deputy Guillen was 
not injured.

No physical evidence was collected at the scene by IAB investigators. The 
scene was not held, as there was no significant evidence at the location.

LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 


The incident occurred during the time of darkness; however, there was some 
illumination from a porch light and from spotlights from an air unit. The weather 
was clear and dry. 


SCENE DESCRIPTION 

HEB cxington Gallatin Road is a single story, single family residence with an 
attached garage. The property has a long driveway on the[iproperty line 
and is also bordered on {hell operty line by a three foot cinderblock wall. 
The force incident took place at the end of the driveway near the street. 
WITNESS STATEMENTS 
The following narratives are intended only as a synopsis of the interviews. 


Additional information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the 
digitally audio recorded interviews and verbatim transcriptions. IAB investigators 
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reviewed the reports authored by the involved deputies and determined they 
were consistent with their IAB Administrative Force Review interviews. 


SERGEANT JAMES JORDAN 


On August 22, 2014, Sergeant James Jordan was interviewed by IAB Sergeants 
Brian Godwin and Chad Smeltzer at Pico Rivera Sheriff's Station. 


Sergeant Jordan stated he was working as the field sergeant at Pico Rivera 
Sheriff's Station on August 21, 201 unit he was working was 150S, Early 
Morning shift. He responded to the} lock of Lexington Gallatin Road 
regarding a Trespassing radio call near a vacant house. Information included in 
the radio call indicated that the disturbing parties consisted of one male and one 
female [Exhibit F]. An air unit also responded and saw two people in the yard of 
the location. A containment was set up and, soon after, the air unit saw two 
people running from the location, one westbound and the other northbound. 
According to the air unit, the person running westbound escaped from the 
containment, but the person running northbound jumped a wall into the driveway 
of the residence north of the location. Sergeant Jordan said he was positioned to 
the rear of the location on a containment spot. He went around to the front of the 
location when he heard via radio that deputies were going to make an entry into 
the vacant house to clear it. 


When Sergeant Jordan went to the front of the location, he saw Subject 
Pe detained in the backseat of a radio car. = Felix and 


Guillen verbally reported their use of force on Subject He attempted 
to talk to sue but she seemed to be focused on laying on her back 
in the backseat of the patrol car and kicking a light on the car ceiling. Sergeant 
Jordan asked —_ F she was injured. Subject responded 
by saying that her right elbow hurt and she had injured it when she tripped and 
ell in the street. 


Note: The conversation between Sergeant Jordan and Subject 
as not recorded. 


Paramedics were summoned to the scene and Subject vas medically 
examined. Subsequently, Subjec {vas transported to Beverly Hospital, 
via ambulance, with Deputy Guillen in the back of the ambulance and Deputy 
Huerta following in his patrol car. Sergeant Jordan drove to Pico Rivera Sheriff's 
Station and picked up the watch commander, Lieutenant Alexandro Villanueva. 
He then drove to Beverly Hospital and contacted iem ors 
laying on a gurney in a room. Sergeant Jordan noticed Subject right 
elbow appeared to be slightly swollen and discolored. He also noticed minor 
abrasions on her left knuckles and a slight abrasion on her right lower back area. 
Sergeant Jordan videotaped Subject AMEE as Lieutenant Villanueva 
interviewed her regarding the incident; however, Subject appeared to 
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be reluctant to speak on video and did not respond to Lieutenant Villanueva’s 
questions [Exhibit G]. 


After the brief interview, Sergeant Jordan spoke to Doctor Konia. Doctor Konia 
said Subject lll cic her that she had hurt her elbow when she tripped and 
fell. The elbow pain was her chief complaint of pain at the time. Deputy Huerta 
also told Sergeant Jordan that he heard Suje MARA :c Doctor Konia that 
she hurt her right elbow when she tripped and fell in the street. After being 
medically treated at the hospital, Subjec received an “Okay to Book” 
and was transported to Pico Rivera Sheriff's Station where she was released to 


heron a citation. 


Deputy Felix reported to Sergeant Jordan that she was injured during the use of 
force incident. She complained of pain to her left shin and had an approximately 
quarter sized abrasion on her right kneecap. He took photographs of the injury 
on the knee and the left shin area. 


DEPUTY VENUS FELIX 


Deputy Venus Felix authored a Supplemental Report [Exhibit H] regarding her 
actions and observations. One photograph [Exhibit I] of the incident scene was 
used during Deputy Felix’ IAB interview to establish a more precise location of 
the occurrence of the incident. 


On October 14, 2014, Deputy Felix was interviewed by IAB Sergeants Brian 
Godwin and Chad Smeltzer. The interview was conducted at the IAB office. 
Deputy Felix was represented by Mitchell Kander from the law firm of Green & 
Shinee. 


Deputy Felix stated she was working a Pico Rivera patrol unit on August 21, 
2014. ponded to a radio call of a possible trespassing/burglary taking 
place a Lexington Gallatin Road, in the City of Pico Rivera, as an assisting 
unit. 


Note: There was some confusion about the actual address of the 
radio call, as the address of the location 


Deputy Felix took a containment position on the north side of the location. An air 
unit was overhead and made announcements for anybody inside the vacant 
house at the location to come out. The air unit announced that a suspect jumped 
over a wall into the driveway off Lexington Gallatin Road to the north of the 
location. She moved toward that house along with Deputies Guillen, Castro, and 
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Huerta. Deputies Guillen, Castro, and Huerta moved into the front yard of the 
house while she stayed in the street at the foot of the long driveway. 


Although the area was dark, Deputy Felix saw Subject merin from 
behind a car parked in the driveway because of illumination from other deputies’ 
flashlights and the air unit's spotlight. She heard Deputy Huerta giving Subject 
E commands to walk toward him. Subject EE walked down 
the driveway with her hands up. When she reached the front of a pickup truck, 
which was also parked in the driveway, she suddenly sprinted down the 
driveway, toward the street, along the driver's side of the truck. Deputy Felix was 
positioned to the rear of the pickup truck and the other deputies were positioned 
toward the front of the pickup truck on the passenger side. 


grabbed Subject upper left arm, but could not get a good grip of the 
arm as Subject raised both arms and tried to push or tackle Deputy 
Felix. As she was being pushed = Felix took a step back and to the side, 


Deputy Felix a in front of Subject yelled at her to stop. She 


in an attempt to deflect Subject push. Deputy Felix described the 
push to her chest as being hard enough to knock her to the ground if she had not 
taken a step back. Subject MA momentum caused her to fall on the 
ground as Deputy Felix deflected her. As she fell, Subjeci ore the 
radio microphone off of Deputy Felix’ uniform shirt. Subject fell face 
down on the ground and let the radio microphone go. Subject 
to her feet and attempted to run away. Deputy Felix grabbed Subject 
upper right arm and told her to get back on the ground. 


Deputy Guillen arrived to assist and grabbed Subject left arm from the 
front. Dı ies Felix and Guillen pulled Subjec' to the ground as 
Sube fla sve her arms and kicked at them. Deputy Felix 
accomplished her part of the takedown by holding eel right upper 
arm and pulling her toward the ground. Deputy Guillen used his bodyweight to 
keep Suve o the ground as she kicked her legs. Deputy Felix 
attempted to control Subject! legs, to avoid being kicked, by holding 
her legs down. Subject] ks were coming dangerously close to 
Deputy Felix’ face. De ordered Subje co stop kicking her 
legs, but Subjeci responded by yelling, “Fuck you!” Deputy Felix once 
again ordered Subject to stop kicking and warned her, “If you don’t 
stop, I’m gonna Tase you!” om not heed the warning, and 


continued to kick her legs making contact with Deputy Felix’ left shin. 


In response to Subject continued assault, Deputy Felix removed the 
cartridge from her Taser and performed a drive stun to Subject right 
hip area which was exposed between the top of her pants and bottom of her 
shirt. She performed the drive stun with the Taser for approximately two to three 
seconds. Deputy Felix chose to perform the drive stun as opposed to using the 
normal mode because she was so close to subj. al and she was 
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cognizant of the fact that the darts would not have the proper spread to make the 
Tasing effective. The drive stun caused Subject o stop kicking and to 
comply with her orders. Deputy Guillen completed an unresisted handcuffing of 
Subject without further incident. Deputies Felix and Guillen helped 
Subject get to her feet, escorted her to a nearby patrol car, and 
secured her in the back seat. 


Deputy Felix said she was carrying a collapsible baton on her belt during the use 
of force. She did not consider using the baton. Deputy Felix was also carrying 
Oleoresin Capsicum (OC) spray on her belt. She did not use the OC spray 
because Deputy Guillen was positioned near Subject upper body and 
she did not want to contaminate him with the spray. 


Deputy Felix reported her use of force and what she witnessed to Sergeant 
Jordan within minutes of the incident. She summoned paramedics via radio, they 
responded and examined Subject Subject AEE was then 
transported to the hospital by Deputies Huerta and Guillen. 


DEPUTY JUAN GUILLEN 


Deputy Juan Guillen authored a Supplemental Report [Exhibit J] regarding his 
actions and observations. 


On October 14, 2014, Deputy Guillen was interviewed by IAB Sergeants Brian 
Godwin and Chad Smeltzer. The interview was conducted at the IAB office. 
Deputy Guillen was represented by Mitchell Kander from the law firm of Green & 
Shinee. 


Deputy Guillen stated he was working a Pico Rivera Sheriffs Station patrol unit 
with his Deputy Huerta, on August 21, 2014. They responded to 

Lexington Gallatin Road, in the City of Pico Rivera, as an assisting unit, 
regarding a radio call of a possible trespassing/burglary taking place at the 
location. He heard an air unit announce that a suspect had jumped over a wall 
going northbound from the location. Deputy Guillen was in the south part of the 
driveway when he heard Deputy Huerta ordering somebody to put their hands up 
and walk in his direction. Seconds after hearing Deputy Huerta’s commands, 
Deputy Guillen saw Subject alking toward him down the driveway. 
He could see Subject] | had her right hand in the air, but her left hand 
was near her waistband and he could not see it clearly because of the lack of 
illumination. 


As Subject careca Deputy Guillen, she began sprinting past him and 
toward Deputy Felix, who was standing behind him. Deputy Guillen turned } 
around and saw Subject ush Deputy Felix hard enough to knock | 
Deputy Felix back. Deputy Guillen saw Subject] fall to the ground after 
she pushed Deputy Felix. As Subject lay face down on the ground, 
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Deputy Guillen saw that she was attempting to rise up by pushing herself off the 
ground with her arms. Deputy Guillen rushed over and put his body weight on 
her upper torso to prevent her from getting up. 


As Deputy Guillen held Subject ME down, he saw her wildly kicking her 
legs. He heard Deputy Felix order Subject EEE several times to stop 
kicking. He saw Deputy Felix attempting to restrain Subject legs by 
grabbing at them with her hands, but she was unsuccessful in controlling them. 
Deputy Guillen heard Deputy Felix order i, stop kicking or she 
would use the Taser on her. Subject ontinued to kick her legs after 
Deputy Felix ordered her to stop. He heard the sound of a Taser activating for 
approximately four seconds as Deputy Felix held the Taser to Subject | 
body. After the activation of the Taser, Subject topped kicking and 

įm to handcuff her. Deputies Guillen and Felix assisted Subject 

to her feet and escorted her to a nearby radio car. He immediately 
reported his use of force to Sergeant Jordan who had arrived at the scene soon 
after the use of force. 


Deputy Guillen said he was wearing a collapsible baton on his belt during the use 
of force incident. He did not use the baton because he was concentrating on 
keeping Subjec from standing up. Deputy Guillen was carrying OC 
spray during the incident, but did not use it because he felt he had Subject 
ANEN upper torso under control. He did not remember if he was carrying a 
Taser or not. 


Paramedics were summoned to the scene and they arrived shortly after to 

examine Subject Deputies Guillen and Huerta escorted Subject 
ospital for an examination. He did not see any injuries on 

Subject nor did he hear her complain of any injury or pain. 


DEPUTY STEVEN HUERTA 


Deputy Steven Huerta authored a Supplemental Report [Exhibit K] regarding his 
actions and observations. One photograph [Exhibit L] of the incident scene was 
used during Steven Huerta’s IAB interview to establish a more precise location of 
the occurrence of the incident. 


On October 14, 2014, Deputy Huerta was interviewed by IAB Sergeants Brian 
Godwin and Chad Smeltzer. The interview was conducted at the IAB office. 
Deputy Huerta was represented by Mitchell Kander from the law firm of Green & 
Shinee. 


Deputy Huerta stated he was working with his) Deputy Juan Guillen, on 
August 21, 2014. They were workj it 152E and responded to a radio call of 
a possible trespassing/burglary at exington Gallatin Road, in the City of 
Pico Rivera, as an assisting unit. After arriving at the location, he heard the air 
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unit announce that someone was going over the wall from the location into 
Lexington Gallatin Road. He was standing in the north part of the driveway near 
the front yard of the indicated house. He saw a E crouched down 
behind a vehicle in the driveway off to his south. Deputy Castro was standing 
directly behind him, and Deputy Guillen was approximately five feet to the south. 


Deputy Huerta illuminated Subject ith a flashlight attached to the 
shotgun he was holding. Subject stood up, but was still partially 
crouched behind a vehicle parked in the driveway. He ordered her to show her 
hands as she began walking out from behind the vehicle, but she only raised her 
right hand, keeping her left hand below his line of sight. Subject MN 
walked down the driveway toward the street. As she walked almost parallel to 
Deputy Huerta, Subject sprinted toward the street. Deputy Huerta 
turned his attention to the back part of the driveway because the air unit had 
announced that the other suspect was in the back of the property. He also knew 
Deputies Felix and Guillen were in the street and would be sufficient to detain 
Suspe c Deputy Huerta did not see any physical contact or use of 
force involving Deputies Guillen and Felix and Subject 


After Subjec S an past Deputy Huerta, he and Deputy Castro moved 
into the back yard of the residence and checked it for the outstanding suspect. 
They then went and cleared the vacant house, checking for the other suspect. 
He returned to the front of the property and ended up transporting Subject 

o Beverly Hospital. He did not see any injuries to sue a 
person, but she mentioned several times that her right arm hurt. He heard 
Subject talking to Doctor Konia about the pain to her right arm and that 
she injured it while running from the deputies. Subsequently, Subject] 
was issued an “Okay to Book.” He and Deputy Guillen transported her to Pico 
Rivera Sheriff's Station. 


DEPUTY ARIEL CASTRO 


Deputy Ariel Castro authored a Supplemental Report [Exhibit M] regarding his 
actions and observations. One photograph [Exhibit N] of the incident scene was 
used during Deputy Castro's IAB interview to establish a more precise location of 
the occurrence of the incident. 


On October 14, 2014, Deputy Castro was interviewed by IAB Sergeant's Brian 
Godwin and Chad Smeltzer. The interview was conducted at the IAB office. 
Deputy Castro was represented by Mitchell Kander from the law firm of Green & 
Shinee. 


Deputy Castro stated he was working unit 151A on August 21, 2014, at Pico 
Rivera Sheriffs Station. He was assigned the handl radio call of a possible 


trespassing/burglary occurring at a vacant house atj Lexington Gallatin 
Road, in the City of Pico Rivera. Deputy Castro saw Subject EE arcing 
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in the driveway of Lexington Gallatin Road. Deputy Castro was standing 
near the foot of the driveway, near the street. He was standing next to Deputy 
Huerta. Deputies Guillen and Felix were standing on the other side of the 
driveway behind a parked vehicle. 


Deputy Castro ordered Subject pat or hands up, but she ignored 
the command. He then ordered Subject o walk toward him, but she 
again ignored him. Suddenly, Subject printed down the driveway 
toward the street. Deputy Castro saw that Deputies Felix and Guillen were in the 
area Subjec Eas running toward so he directed his attention back to 
the rear of the house. 


Deputy Castro heard deputies yelling at somebody to get down, but he did not 
see the use of force incident. During the time he was at the location, Deputy 
Castro coordinated much of the incident via radio, mostly with the air unit 
[Exhibit O]. After Subjeci had been detained, he saw her being 
transported to the hospital via ambulance, with Deputies Huerta and Guillen 
escorting her. After the hospital visit, a brought to the Pico 
Rivera Sheriff's Station where she was released on a citation to her BEEE] 


On August 22, 2014, IAB Sergeant Brian Godwin interviewed iE at 
her home. Ms {lives at! E E: street 
from the vacant house referred to in this incident. The night before, on August 
21, 2014, at approximately 2115 hours, she heard people arguing near the 
vacant house. She called the Sheriff's Department and reported that she thought 
the disturbing parties were on drugs [Exhibit P]. Deputies arrived approximately 
half an hour later. She saw a helicopter overhead and heard the air unit ordering 
anybody inside the vacant house to come out. She saw four or five police cars 
parked in the street near the location. Subsequently, she heard a female wildly 
screaming inside a police car, “I know | have human rights. | want my human 
rights!” Approximately 20 minutes later, an ambulance arrived. The female was 
inside the ambulance, still yelling. She never saw any contact between the 
female and the deputies. 


On August 22, 2014, IAB Sergeants Brian Godwin and Chad Smeltzer 
interviewed t his home. He lives atl 

On the night before, August 21, 2014, he saw a male walking up the 
street, holding a spray can. The male was walking with an unsteady gait. About 
an hour later, at approximately 2130 hours, the male came back, this time 
walking with a female. He saw them trying to force open the door of the vacant 
house i the street. He told hi Poel to call the Sheriff's 
Department. He saw a helicopter arrive and shine its spotlight on the vacant 
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house. Seconds later, deputies arrived in patrol cars. He heard someone 
announcing, “This is the Sheriff's Department. Just please put your hands up 
and get out.” Subsequently, he heard a female screaming that she had her rights 
and she wanted some water. The female was in the backseat of a patrol car. He 
did not see the deputies arresting the female nor having any physical contact 
with her. 


On August 22, 2014, Sergeants Brian Godwin and Chad Smeltzer interviewed 
SEE: chor O O rouse 
the street from Lexington Gallatin Road, where the use of force took place. 
She stated that on August 21, 2014, at approximately 2200 hours, she had gone 
to bed, but heard a helicopter and saw its lights in her] She saw a 
“blonde lady” sitting on the lawn across the street. She saw several patrol cars in 
the streets. She saw some deputies talking to a female and heard somebody 
screaming, but saw no contact between the deputies and the female. 


On August 22, 2014, Sergeants Brian Godwin and Chad Smeltzer interviewed 

t his home : aaa He stated that he 
was home on August 21, 2014, at approximately 2200 hours. He saw two or 
three deputies standing} he street from his house. He heard a helicopter 
overhead, but did not hear anyone yelling or screaming. He did not see any 
contact between the deputies and anyone else. He stated that the whole incident 
was concluded in less than 30 minutes. 


On August 22, 2014, Sergeants Brian Godwin and Chad Smeltzer interviewed 

t her home at It was the 
driveway of her home where Subject had been hiding behind some 
cars. On August 21, 2014, at approximately 2200 hours, she looked out her front 
window and saw a helicopter flying overhead and patrol cars arriving. She heard 
an announcement for whoever was next door to come out with their hands up. 
Witnes sf observed some police officers walking on her driveway and 
saw that they had firearms, so she got away from the window. Later, she heard 
that a woman who was in her driveway had been arrested. Afterwards, she 
talked to some deputies who told her they wanted to check her backyard to make 
sure a man, who had possibly climbed her back wall, was not in the backyard. 
The deputies searched her backyard 


Witness} card a female screaming in her driveway and then later saw 


a female “spread eagle” on a car and then sitting on a curb, but she did not see 
any contact between the deputies and the female.

The interview was video recorded by Pico Rivera 
Sheriff's Station, Sergeant James Jordan [Exhibit G]. 


Subject stated, “Nothing” happened, but she was at the hospital 
because she got hurt. She stated her arm hurt, but she would not answer any 
other questions posed to her by Lieutenant Villanueva 


IAB INTERVIEW OF SUBJECT 


On August 22, 2014, Subject B25 interviewed by IAB Investigators, 
Sergeant Brian Godwin and Sergeant Chad Smeltzer at her home 7 
Subject i 
was present during the interview. 


j said that on August 21, 2014, she told he fy IE 
that they should take a walk. Their were mad at him because 


he messed up their house while they were out of town. They were walking in 
front of a vacant house when she saw a helicopter flying overhead. It was dark, 
but she did not know what time it was. She thought the police were out to get her 
(EEE so she told him to leave and she would stay. Her Ban toward the 
back of th ouse and she jumped over a wall and onto the property of 
the hous Her] had already left, and she was hiding behind a 
bush. She decided to try to climb a fence into the backyard, but could not get 
over it because the fence was too high. 


Subject 2 c toward the front of the house and some deputies, with 
guns drawn, told her to put her hands up. She put one of her hands up. She 
saw approximately eight deputies in front of the house. She did not want to get 
in trouble and wanted to get away, so she ran. As she was running down the 
driveway, she slipped and lost her balance. She was then grabbed by two or 
three deputies and put down on the ground. She fell, with both arms impacting 
the ground and then the deputies twisted her right arm. 


One of the deputies involved was a male with a last name starting with a “G.” A 
female, Deputy Feli id “Do you want me to Tase you? Do you want me to 
Tase you?” Subject id not respond, but continued to move her legs 
and try to stand up. Deputy Felix then Tased her in the right lower back. She felt 


a shock going through her whole body from the Taser. After being Tased 
Subject owed the deputies to handcuff her. Subject RES tated 
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she was not shot with Taser darts, but the Taser was in direct contact with her 
skin. She was then picked up and put in the back of a police car. A light on the 
ceiling of the car was shining in her face and she felt hot, so she tried to cover 
the light with her foot as she lay on the backseat. 


Subject stated paramedics arrived to examine her. Initially, she told 
the paramedics that she was not injured, but then her arm started to hurt and she 
told them she needed medical attention. She was then transported to Beverly 
Hospital via ambulance and was examined by a doctor. Her right arm was 
bandaged by a nurse. She was transported to the Sheriff's station and released 
to me 0600 or 0630 hours. 


Subject said her right elbow was fractured. She also stated the 
knuckles of both hands, both knees, and her left arm had minor scrapes. 


rgeant Godwin took photographs of the injuries [Exhibit Q]. Subject 
indicated that her left ring finger might be broken and that she had 


gone to her own doctor for treatment and x-rays today [Exhibit R]. 


Note: The x-rays taken of Subject right wrist and left 
hand revealed no fractures or dislocations. 


e aia that none of the injuries were pre-existing, they all 
stemmed from the incident with the deputies. 


Note: subject EE medical records from Beverly Hospital 
showed that she received x-rays to her right elbow and that 
she had a small linear fracture in the radial head with a 
resultant joint effusion [Exhibit A]. 


ADDITIONAL INFORMATION 
Pico Rivera Sheriff's Station, Detective Roverto Valles, was the handling 


investigator for the criminal portion of this case. He authored a supplemental
